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PREFACE. 



Pajit II of the Census Report of 1901 has been prepared in accord¬ 
ance with the instructions of the Census Commissioner contained in his 
first note on Census Reports. After remarking that it is advisable to 
relegate administrative details to a separate volume, he goes on to say that 
the central aim of the administrative portion of the report should be 
to furnish succeeding officers with the materials necessary for future 
censuses. This is what has been attempted in the present volume. Not 
only has the procedure adopted in the present census been described in 
detail, hut forms and maps have been left on record. A number of sugges- 
i , ns have also been made which it is believed will be found useful 

My thanks are due to the Police Department for their cordial co-opera¬ 
tion in the work of enumeration.

(/) By Notificfltinn No, 1140T.—F. p dated the 7th of September 1900, 

under clause 3, section 2, Act X of the same year, 
the Deputy Cl minium of the Corporation of 
Calcutta was vested with the powers of a Census 

Officer under the said Act. 

(»i) Before the issue of the above notification, the Superintendent of 

Ccnt-us, Bengal, after a consultation with the 
Chidi man and Deputy Chairman of the Corpora* 
tion, wrote an important note, which was received 
in the Municipal Uffioe on the 3rd of August 1990, 
under cover of No. 3820Misi, of the Bengal Government, dated the 2nd 
idem. In that letter the following among other suggestions were made:—

(a) That the maps of the town and the added area should be brought 
up to date, and existing conservancy divisions utilised as units of 
enumeration.

((/) That the assessment numbers ol puce a houses should Ijo corrected 
and brought up to date, and huts independently numbered. 

(ej That the definition of house given in the Bengal Cede of Census 
Procedure, Chapter 111, sect inn 1, hub-section (ij should be 
employed for the purpose of house numbering. 


The Chairman of the Corporation WB3 of opinion that the preparation of a 
map on a scale of 50 feet to tho inch was not essential for the purposes of a 
census; that a correct and complete list of huts and houses was sufficient; that 
the conservancy staff was not available for the work, mid was incompetent oven 
if available. The Government of Bengal in letter No. 143T.—F., dated tliu 
29th of August 1900, while agreeing with the Chairman of the Corporation 
that tlio conservancy stall was incompetent for the purpose of assisting in the 
correction of tho maps, expressed the opinion that the preparation of a 
correct map was absolutely essential.

workable census circles. Jt was impossible, therefore, to carry out the sugges¬ 
tion of the Superintendent of Census, Bengal in the added area, and it would

fai) In no previous census was any attempt made to prepare block plans 

on a scale of 50 feet to the inch, with every house 
Prajmmtinti of fcltiek ki»p» ou a numbered on the block map. The map on the 
«.l* «i so f«t to tho inch. 8(jalt . of incheB t0 the mile of the 1891 report 

showing the blocks employed, is useful merely for the purpose of giving the 
total number of blocks m each ward ; and as a matter of actual practice, it was 
found impossible, in many eases, to identify them on the ground. f» tbo case 
of the added area, the difficulty of preparing the block plans was very great. 
With the exception of Wards XXIII, XXIV aud XXV, the map extant on 
a scale ol 99 feet to the inch is now entirely out of date. The want ot a 
map of the added area similar to that of the town area was experienced also 
hi tbo census of 1891 {vide hart 1, section 20 of the 1891 reportl. The scale of 
99 feet to the inch i» scarcely large enough for tlic purpose of conveniently 
recording every bouse on the map. At first, an attempt was therefore made to 
enlarge the existing map to a scale of 50 feet to tbe inch by means of pento* 
graphs obtained fTom the office of the Surveyor-General. When the enlarged 
plans, however, wero taken to the spot to be operated upon, it was found that 
conditions had changed so completely that it would bo a shorter process to 
make a rough plane table survey dc wvo without any reference to a previous 
record, TI 10 necettsary instruments woru tlierclorts obtained from the office oi 
the Survey 0 T*G©neraL An attempt was first made to draw the houses 

correctly to scale; hnt the time at our disposal was too short to admit of such 
accuracy, and we had to be content with a rough hand sketch of the houses. 
This record is quite good enough for the pur peso of a census. Uur work 
was obstructed bv the September floods, and afterwards by thu Fujah 
holidays, nod could only be vigcuronsly pushed after tho beginning of the cold 
weather. 

The chief difficulty of the work was the management of a temporary 
establishment by whom dismissal was n punishment that was little felt* I lie 
amount of personal supervision which such an establishment requires is very 
great ; and just at this particular time work was going on at high pressure in 
the Warrant Department of the Corporation. I was therefore forced to get the 
work done by contract* 

Thu work of preparing the block plans of tbe town area was compare-

inch. First of all this map wua cut up into Beverley’s blocks, Tho block plans 
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wore then corrected and brought up to date on the spot by striking cut 
which had d imp neared since the time when the map was prepared, and m 
houses which had subsequently been built. This work was finished about 
end of January.

The numbers of tlio ward and the block were first marked prominently on the 
corner of the block. Houses were then numbered serially within the block 
from the number one to the number representing the total number of houses in 
the block.

* * census is that given m the Bengal Code of Census 
Procedure, and was adopted on the recommendation of the Superintendent of 
Census, Bengal. This defimtiou differs entirely from that employed in 
previous censuses of this city as well os that employed iri the city of Bombay for 
the present census. The definition has otio great advantage Unit it ensures 
that no house escapes enumeration: it lias the dUmivantage that the total 
number of houses obtained by the employment of the definition is so large that 
an erroneous impression is given of the total number of houses in the popular 
acceptation of the term. The Municipal assessment number ccr I a inly gives a 
more correct idea. There are, however, several objections to the employment 
of this number. In the first place, individual lmts have no numbers at all 
under the existing arrangement. The total consolidated rate is levied from the 
owner of a bastes under the present Municipal Act. One assessment number 
serves therefore for a whola buetee. This was not the case in Beverley's time 
(Report of 1SSI, Part l, section 16}. At the time of the census of 1881, each hut 
had apparently a sopiirate number in the assessment register. The change in the 
law made by Act It (B.C,) of 1885, and continued in Act III (B.C.) of IShd, 
renders the utilisation of the Municipal system of numbering impossible in the 
case of huts. There are difficulties, however, even in the cose of paces houses. 
In the first place, the assessment register contain numbers not merely of houses 
in actual existence, but also of such things as garden* and vacant plots of land, 
which cannot be taken into consideration for the purpose of a census. Further, 
iit a considerable number of roses, tho original assessment number has been 
divided up into fractional parts in consequence of application# made by 
members of joint families tor separate assessments, in very many cases those 
fractional numbers have not separate outran cos from the public way. lithe 
municipal system of numbering is over adopted in a future census, these 
difficulties will have to lie considered- They arise from the nature of the law itseli 
and the social organization of the people. But other difficulties arise frnta tho 
want of energy which has t»o often characterized the municipal administrate a 
of Calcutta. This point is referred to by Bevt-ricy (hurt. I, section 8, of tlie report 
of 1831). It is remarked there in a quotation from tho report of the English 
Census Commissioners, that even in English town# the residence of a rate-payer 
is identified often with tho greatest difficulty. In Calcutta one of the chief 
dtfljcutties of the Warrant Department has boon the identification of assessment 
numbers on the spot. At tho beginning of t he operation?, wo sent u circular round 
to a large number of authorities, asking the favour of l>eing furnished with list* 
of houses which bad not been numbered. The returns sent to m were so bulky , 
tliat all idea of utilizing the assessment system of numbering had to bo 
abandoned. 

We have dealt at sufficient length with the question of the difficulty of utiliz¬ 
ing the existing assessment system of numbering. Wo shall now proceed to deal 
with tho defects of the definition given in the Bengal Code of Census From:dure. 
In the streets of Calcutta, one frequently finds n row of shops, each having a 
separate entrance from the public way, but forming part of a building which 
has a single Municipal assessment number, Godowus and Servants 1 quarters 
attached to residential houses have frequently u separate entrance from tho 
public way. According to tho Bengal Codeof Census Procedure, Cliapter III,

In this eonneqtioii thu remarks made in ** Practical Statistics-' by Charles 
P* Hgdiii, Chapt*3f IV, pago 32, arts interesting:— 

fl A dwelling h>xm for census porpo^i means any building or pirn oI abode in whkli 
any person is living ut the time the census is taken, or which ie bO arranged u~ to bi? iuitallv 
for human habitation, though uuocuupol when visited by the enumerator. A large 
tenement house containitig forty families should be considered, for cod&Ub pursue*, its only 
one house, A Mimill tenement house wiili two, tlirou or four families, should also bu tjorwHcred 
aa one house. A building under onu roof suited for two or more tmoHisa, but with a 
dividing partition wall and a separate front door for each [ail of the building, should be 
e >n:>idered as two houses. A block of houses under one roof, say with ten from doors, 
no matter how many families there may lie in oanh separate bouse of the block, should bo 
considered os ten houses, and so numbered in order.” 

These remarks slmw, we think, tin it the question is of so complicated a 
character, and more especially in a town like Calcutta, that any dogmatic 
definition, unless profusely illustrated by examples of particular cases, is likely 
to do more harm than good. Wo would suggest that, for the purposes of the 
census of Mill, the assessment numbers should be full owed us closely us 
possible in the caso of pucca houses and huts numbered independently, the 
commensal family being taken as the unit, of enumeration. 

The aim, however, of tiro con ms staff should be to obtain information 
about rooms rather than houses. One of the most important inquiries in a 
census is u> ascertain whether there has been an increase or decrease of over¬ 
crowding This can best be dona by finding out whether tho average number 
of occupants per inhabited rooms has increased or diminished. For this 
purpose, it is imt necessary to number rooms on the spot. They cun be 
numbered on the block register, which we now proceed to discuss. 

From the point of view of enumerating the population, the primary 

Form Of bk»,k ?. b i C( * of is to obtain a complete 

list of families rather than of houses (vide Hevuriuy’B 
Keportof 1831, Part I, section 10). The delimtiou of house should bn subordinate 
to this end. The question of defining “family'' presents difficulties unless 
than the question of defining l * house.'’ Tho best definition seems to be “ any 
number of people having u common roof and a common table,” The main 
object oi the block register is to secure an enumeration of families, The form 
of block register used in tho present census differs from that employed in any 
previous census. Beverley’s register of 1831 is an improvement on that of lS7(j, 
in so far that it is a record of families rather than of occupiers and owners 
with whom a census is not concerned. But while in the form of register 
in 1870 (Report of 1870, Fart I, section 13) the first column contains an 
entry of a uumber which meets the enumerator’s eye on tin* s|x>t t the first 
entry in the form used in 1881 (Report of 1881, Fart I ( section 20) is not 
that which tho enumerator first sees when he makes Ids round, Thu register 
of 1801 (Report of 1801, Part I, section 9) contains no record of families at 
nil. The number of the house is entered, in column 1; but the definition of 
house is loft in doubt (Report of 1801, Part I, section 0). Rover!ey remarks 
(Report of 1881, Pari 1, section In) that a recommendation was made by tho 
Superintendent, of Census. Bengal, that every inhabited room should be 
nuinheri d. The register in that case becomes a record of inhabited rooms. 
This no doubt secures, if properly carried out, that no inhabitant escapes 
enumeration. But the experience of the present census has confirmed that of 
Beverley, that in actual practice it is impossible to record a number on the door 
of each inhabited room. The people will not allow omunurutora to enter their 
houses for this purpose, and when the object to bo gained is not of vital 
importance it is undesirable to unnecessarily irritate popular feeling. The first 
column of our block register, accordingly, gives the number of tho house serially 
in tho block according to the definition of tho Bengal Code of Census Procedure, 
Tho next column gives the assessment number, if any. Then come particulars 
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regarding the number of families in the house with the name of the 
each family. Finally, particulars are entered of the number of rooms in 
storey, ami the number of families in each room. A specimen form is gi 
in Appendix 11. 

The work of preparing tide register went on simultaneously with the wort 
of preparing the block plans. It was found, however, that the temporary 
stalf employed were unable to obtain the information necessary for the purpose 
of tilling up the column, giving particulars of the number of rooms in each 
storey and the number of families in each room. That work was subsequently 
done by the overseers of the Bttflding Department, who were immediately 
subordinate to myself. 

(aO When the block plans of the more populous blocks were placed before

The Census Commissioner further pointed out that the assistance of Police 
agency was essentia!, and that the Ins j>cc tors of Police should bv appointed 
charge Superintendents and held responsible for the success of enumeration. 

(rt) As a result of this inspection orders were communicated to the 
tirdcri by tiler jkiiRtl Govern- Commissioner of Police by the Bengal Government, 

amt, directing him to place the entire Police force 

at the disposal of the Deputy Chairman of the Corporation.

In all previous censuses of Calcutta the enumerators were paid 
.ifltmcn. Of tmnnieritcr*. small fixed amount. The present census h 

Udealtj of obuJ»Dg ttu re- the first in which the experiment has been tried of 
.* nnmiwr, having an enumeration of the people done by an 

.ipaid agency. The heads of Government departments hud previously been 
directed by the Bengal Government to place as many of their subordinates a* 
possible at the disposal of the Census Officer, and accordingly we sent letters 
round to all asking for a list of names as well as to all the Heads of Depart' 
meats in the Calcutta Municipality! through the Chairman of the Corporation. 
As a result of all these applications only G75 names were obtained. As over 
3,000 men were requited, it was necessary to make up the deficiency by 
appointments under the Census Act. This course naturally created n'goeil 
deal of public discontent, which found expression in both the Indian and 
Anglo-Indian Press, Government officials objected even more than non¬ 
officials. Several notices of Criminal and Civil prosecutions were served on the 
Census Officer, and a rumour was spread that the enumerators intended to com¬ 
bine for the purpose of going on strike. This agitation had, however, om> 
great advantage from the point of view of the officer responsible for the 
results of the census. It made the census the cliief topic of discussion 
throughout the city for at least a fortnight. Now, in taking a census by an 
unpaid agency, it is most important to excite public interest. We shall show 
subsequently how the popular discontent subsided and in no way affected the 
ultimate success of the oiierations. 

(mV) Thu first work after the appointment of the enumerators was tn 

acquaint them with their respective ureas. This 
t™mmK of iho unpaid was f oail( j { u p rac tice to be a matter of no diffi¬ 
culty. The men selected were on the whole 
persons of education and intelligence. The Supervisors had in their hands not 
only a ferrotype plan of their wards, giving tho numbers and boundaries of 
nil the circles in the ward, but also maps of their respective circles on a scale 
of 50 feet to tho inch, with every house marked and numbered on tho map. 
For tho purpose of teaching the unpaid agency, use wns made of the stuff 
which had been employed all tltrough the operations in preparing tlm block 
plans. Tim forms and instructions issued to Charge Superintendents were the 
same hs those prescribed in the Bengal Code of Census Procedure, with certain 
modifications to suit the special conditions of Cnlcntta and its Suburbs, A 
copy of Article V, Chapter IV, of tho Codo was given to each paid Supervisor 
for the purpose of giving tho necessary instruction to tho unpaid staff.

A map of the town was 
also prepared showing in red colour the limits of the Fort and all areas occupied 
by persons in the military service of Government. The Garrison Quarter¬ 
master was also furnished with an extract from the proceeding* of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, in the Rome Department, regard ini' the rules far the census 
of Cantonments and of troops on the march. The Native Infantry ami 
Native Cavalry at Alipur were enumerated by the Quartermaster of the 
Native infantry regiments.

Thu Military author¬ 
ities, however, did not enumerate the inmates of that house on the dual night, 
as they were apparently under the impression that it was not included within 
military limits.

[xx) In consultation with the Superintendent of Census, hen uni, wo 

prepared a sot of draft rules for the Port census. 
Cftimi uf the Pori. The limits of the Port of Calcutta are defined in 

Marint: Department Notification No, 54,Marino, dated the "2nd .March 1897. 
These limits are not, however, identical with those which have been adopted 
for the purpose of the present census. The area in the Marino Department 
Notification includes fifty yards from high water mark, the Petroleum Depot at 
liudge-Budge together with the sheds, wharves and pities along the sides of 
the river. These ureas were not included in the urea of the Port census. We 
found from curtain officers who were engaged In tile census uf the Port iu 1891, 
that these ureas wore not included in the Port area of that census also. 

The area above descrilied was divided into three charges, corresponding 
to tho 1st, 2nd and 3rd divisions uf the Port Police. The Inspectors of Police 
were appointed Charge Superintend cuts of these areas. The first division was 
divided into ton blocks, and sixteen enumerators wore appointed. The second 
division was divided into eight blocks with thirteen enumerators. The third 
division was divided into seven blocks with fifteen enumerators. Two enu¬ 
merators were employed for the enumeniii n «f the Kidder pur docks. Tho 
Canal area was divided into 21 circles under tho charge of ilie Superintendent 
of Canals, who acted os the Charge Superintendent of that area. 

The preliminary and final enumerations for this area were taken simulta¬ 
neously with those of tho town area. After the final enumeration, however, 
there was a supplementary enumeration, in the case of this area, of Vt-fiaele 
which entered tho Port between tho 1st and loth of March and had not been 
cons used elsewhere- This enumeration was done by the Captains of the vessels 
tinder the supervision of the Custom Preventive Officers and the officers of tho 
Bengal Pilot Service. Tho procedure adopted is explained m detail m tho 
Rules for tho Census of the Port of Calcutta (rule Appendix I). 

For the purpose of enumerating the crew and passengers of vassals situate 
between Uftrucn Reach and Budge-Budge on tho night of tho 1st of March, 
a launch was hired from Messrs. Simpson and Company, at a cost of Rs. fiO, 
Each port enumerator was paid Ra, 10 for his work.

S e tuSoijSity'! W CouiF "’ cllitI “ ,r that the number of enumerators under a supervisor 

should not exceed 10, and that tbe number of houses 
in charge of an enumerator should not exceed 50, The first instruction 
was given effect to; hut owing to the difficulty of getting a sufficient number 
of enumerators, it was found impossible to carry out the second instruction to 
the letter. On tbe final night, some enumerators enumerated as many as 65fi 
and 750 persons, and one enumerator enumerated as many as 873 persons. 
The Chairman of this Mumripality, however fBabu Kripa Nath Dutt, Rural 
Sub-Registrar of Soaldah), took a great deal of personal trouble, and paid 
special attention to blocks of which the population exceeded 600. For the 
enumeration of the population of boats lying in the mooring ghats within the 
Municipality, two enumerators and one supervisor were selected. Special 
arrangements were made with the Heads of Factories for the enumeration of 
workmen on night duty and for guarding against a double 0 numeration. The 
Assistant Census Officer (Mr. A. K. Ray) made an elaborate examination of the 
preliminary record in the presence of the Chairman and a number of 
supervisors mid enumerators, and was satisfied that tho work hud been done 
with care, 

(i) The census of the Mauicktollnh Municipality was taken under the 

stiperiutendonco of Mr. R. D. Mehta, iu.k., Cbnir- 
Articlerm-nti in tJw ol mWl 0 f that Municipality. Owing to tho existence 

of rival factions among tho Commissioners, some 
obstacles were thrown in tho way of carrying out the work. The opposition 
was headed by the Vice-Chairman, who had resided office. Wo accordingly 
called a meeting of all tho Commissioners on the night of the 11th of February, 
and pointed out to the recusant members that the question of tho census was 
not involved in any of their differences. Tho opposition party finally agreed 
to assist cordially in tho work. A visit was again paid to the Municipality on 
tho 25th of February, when a largo number of enumerators and supervisors 
wore present. The preliminary record was examined and tested ut this 
meeting. 

In thin Municipality there are three wards. Ward No. I was divided 
into 18 blocks, Ward No, II into II blocks and Ward No. Ill into 40 blocks. 
Block 40 of Ward No. Ill was, however, struck out as it fell within railway 
limits. This division of tho Municipality into 63 blocks was found on 
inspection to be unsatisfactory, as several of tho blocks contained a larger 
population than one enumerator could conveniently enumerate. Subsequent 
umingomunts increased tbe number of blocks from (53 to 148, and the number 
of circles from 7 to 20, Tho police assisted the Municipal authorities in 
obtaining the requisite number of enumerators, and Mr, Mehta was able to 
carry out tbe work successfully. 

(c) Some difficulty was experienced in taking the census of the Garden 

Reach Municipality, owing to tbe fact that the 
Chairman of that Municipality had resigned, ovrfctf 
to a difference of opinion with the Divisional 
Commissioner. The arrangements wore for a time in the bunds of the Head 
Clerk of thy Municipality, who did absolutely nothing. It was therefore 
necessary to send two men from the Calcutta staff to got the work done. About 
the middle of February the Joint-Magistrate of the 24-Bargains was appointed 
Chairman of tho Municipality, and gave materiel assistance in bringing the 
operations to a successful issue, 

Tho Municipal area of Garden Roach was divided into 13 circles 
and 139 blocks. The Commissioners of tho Municipality end their 
literate subordinates, tbo subordinates of Mr, Wynne, the Managing Agent of tho 
Ben gel-Nagpur Railway, tho teachers of schools subsidized by the Municipality, 
and the entire Municipal staS assarted in the work of enumeration.

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February and the 1st and 2nd March were gazetted as holidays for tho 
purpose of the census, a largo number of Government officials strongly 
objected to sparing more than a certain number of man. If it is intended, 
therefore, to repeat the experiment of enumeration by an unpaid agency at the 
tiino of the nest census, it would bo advisable to proportion the burden of 
aupplyiug men on the various beads of departments in such a way that the 
full number will be forthcoming without the necessity of exorung undue 
pressure, I would suggest that the total official establishment available should 
first of nil be calculated. Considering that something like 4,000 enumerators 
will be required for the next census of Calcutta, a calculation should then bo 
made us to what percentage 4,000 is of the total official establishment available. 
Heads of Departments should then bo ordered to send in a number which will 
not be less than that percentage. Another point deserves notice. It should bo 
arranged to close the High Court on the days gazetted as holidays for the 
purpose of the preliminary and final enumerations, so that the establishment 
of the High Court may bo utilised without undue inconvenience to tho Judges, 
(tf) if these suggestions are accepted, the necessity for impressing labour 

by means of a Police agency will bo avoided. A 
PortrtsM "vhi'b Folko Agency police agency is valuable for tho purpose of pieserv 

mg order and for ensuring that the work is done. 
The Police Inspectors are tho best agency available for tbe office of Charge 
Super!utundent. Hut an effort should bo made at tho next census to have 
enumerators appointed without the assistance of a Police agency. If an appeal 
is made to public bodies, such as tbe Port Commissioners and the Chamber of 
Commerce, a largo number of men will probably be forthcoming) and any 
deficiency may be supplemented by the official element. These appeals meat, 
however, bo made by tho Government itself, as they will lie without effect if 
made by tho junior officer entrusted with the conduct of tho operations. 

[t) Now that tlie work of* building tho new Municipal Office buildings is 

under discussion, care should be taken {1} that a

present census from want of proper accommodation. Owing to want of space 
in the Municipal Office, thatched lints bad to bo erected in the compound. 
Before the appointment of tho Assistant Census Officer in February, 1 could not 
move tho census establishment to another house, as 1 had to be near at hand to 
attend to the pressing duties of tile Building and Warrant Departments. This 
difficulty could have been avoided, if some spore space bad been available.

(ff) I shall lastly offer a few suggestions in connection with tho sjxjcimen 
schedule. Highly educated persons, including beads of educational institutions, 
mado many mistakes regarding Christian sects aud tho occupation of children, 
about birth-place aud about Hindu and Muhammadan castes. Tho entries 
found in tho occupation column, of tho specimen schedule are not definite 
enough to enable the tabulating clerk to assign the occupation to its proper 
group in Table XV, Take, for example, tho entry f( Government clerkGov¬ 
ernment clerks of tho Education Department come under group 453 ; (2) those 
of the Military Department come under group 14; (3) those of the Engineering 
Department come under group 478; (4) those of the Canals Department come 
under groap 431; (5) those of tho Survey Department come under group 
478; (8) those of the Postal Department come under group 434; (7) those of 
tho Telegraph Department come under group 4Sfi; (8) those of the Govern¬ 
ment Docks cemd under group 427; fflj those of the Asiatic Museum, tho 
Meteorological Department, the Geological Department, the Reporter of 
Economic Products, etc., come under groups 470 aud 480. 

Take, again, tho entry “ Government Pensioner. ” There are different 
grouns for civil and military pensioners. “Railway Engineer” may 
a Mechanical Engineer, a Civil Engineer or an Administrative Officer.

*' Weaver'' may bo a cotton weaver, (who again may be a mill operative or a 
hand mill weaver) or be may be a flilk weaver, a jute weaver, a mat weaver, 
a shawl weaver, or a carpet weaver. “Fiahvoudors” may be either fishermen 
or merely dealers in Gab; in tire former caw they go into group 70, and in 
the latter case into group 80, 

Those observations are made for the purpose of allowing that the entries 
in the specimen schedule are not detailed enough to guide the enumerator in 
making entries eufficieutly definite for the purpose of tabulation. These 
defects, as I shall subsequently show, were remedied in the present census 
by subsequent inquiries. An exhaustive list of occupations os entered by the 
enumerators in the schedules lias also been prepared. I would suggest that a 
copy of this Hat should be in the hands of each enumerator at the time of 
the next census, and also a copy of Mr, Risky's Table.

CHAPTER I. 


SLIP-COP YING* 

1. In the previous part of this rejjort an account has been given of the 
measures taken to fill up the enumerator's schedules. These schedules form 
the basis of all subsequent investigation. It, the following chapters we shall 
deal with tho procedure adopted for the purpose of exhibiting the information 
contained in the schedules in the form of the imperial and subsidiary tables 

2. If every entry in the schedules could be assumed to bo accurate ami 
sufficiently specific for the purpose of tabulation, the preparation of the tables 
would be a comparatively easy tusk. Our initial difficulty, however, was that 
many entries wore incorrect, and still more were vague and indefinite Reference 
has already been made to the fact that certain entries in the specimen

“T , ascitic character. The enumerators had received 

no instructions ns to the necessity of distinguisliing hand from machine labour 
as these instructions did not reach mo till a few days beforo the final enumera¬ 
tion, Even supposing, therefore, that the enumerators had acted up to the 
instructions given, the occupation table at least could not have been compiled 
on tlie basis of the schedules as originally submitted. It is hardly necessary 
to say that m many cases the enumerators did not net up to the instructions 
given. It was, therefore, found necessary to appoint a large outdoor establish 
ment after this final enumeration to correct on the spot such entries in the 
schedules aa were unsuitable for the purpose of tabulation. 

3 The introduction by the Census Commissioner of the German system 
of abstracting die total information for each entry in tho enumerator's schedule 
mto Slips, which were subsequently sorted for each table, may be said to 
mark a new era m tho census history of India. In previous^ensu^s the 
system of ticks was used.

circle by circle was submitted daily, This acted as a check on the whole 
work done by tho copyists and passed by the supervising agency. A 
Register {No. Ill) was also kept np bjf the slip-copyists showing tho number of 
slips copied by them every day. This Register was written up, block by block, 
and tbo entries afforded a check on the supervisor's coqti ting of the copied 
slips of each sex and the entries made in Register No. 1 on the basis of 
that counting. The Assistant Census Officer personally kept a Register 
(No. IV) in which ho entered tho figures of each eirclo by sex and religion, 
as ho passed them. This Register was a check oil Register No. I. In ft he 
entered the number of entries checked by himself. 

5. The slip-copying system may seem to bo simplicity iteeelf; but iu 
Hu dnvett Uu^iUB. ^lial practice it requireato be Tory .lowly watch- 

ed to ensure success. Under the old system of 
^ ticks, 5 ' a separate tick was made for each table, and tho procedure of tabulation 
was, therefore, distinct for each table. If the totals of the different tables 
corresponded, there won good evidence that the results were correct. Under tho 
slip-copying system, however, this automatic check is lost, and a mistake once 
recorded finally on a slip is carried through in all the tables, which, therefore, 
agree among themselves. A correction cannot subsequently be made, unless 
by a reference to the original schedule. From these remarks it will be evident 
that a constant, comparison of the slips with the schedules is of tho utmost 
importance. Special attention was drawn to this point by Mr. Baker, who was 
Bengal Financial Secretary at tho time. 

0, The system of slip-copying had never been tried before in India; 

and therefore, although simple in character, it had 
to bo explained to tlio establishment at the begin- 
ning of the work. Two gangs of 1(1 men each wcto 
trained even before the publication of the provisional totals; but tlie actual 
work of slip-copying did not begin till the 9th of March. The copyists 
wore subsequently appointed after examination. Finally, eight gangs of ten 
men each were entertained under eight supervisors. These latter worn each 
assisted by an Assistant Supervisor on Re. 15 per mensem, when experience 
showed that it was impossible for ouo sujn?rvisor to efficiently check more than 
half the work daily turned out by ten copyists. Tbo whole time of the 
Assistant Supervisor was occupied in issuing and taking back slips and 
schedules anil in writing up tho Registers and a great deni of the Supervisor’s 
time was taken np in making reference to the Assistant Census Officer about 
caste. sect, birth-place, and occupation, in regard to which a very largo per¬ 
centage of vague entries hod to bo marked out for local enquiry." Forty-one 
men on Ra. 30 a month cadi acre employed for making local enquiries and 
correcting thu vague entries marked out. To copy out these correction ft a gang 
nf 20 copyists was entertained. In making out tho entries and in sifting and 
aorting out the slips relating to them, a great deal of delay was made by the 
Supervisors. Tbo copied slips, accordingly, went on accumulating in their 
hands m over-increasing numbers. Consequently, although a second assistant 
was given to each of them the arrears were not worked off for some time after 
the slip-copying was finished, on the 21st May 11)01. 

7. In copying out the slips care had to be taken—fl) That the actual 
„ , , , number of entries in the schedules were copiad in. 

“■ of ***** that is to say, if there arc 335 persons entered in a 
schedule, there must be 385 slips. (2) That all 
the symbols and^ abbreviations were correctly understood and followed ’by the 
copyists. (3) That all the entries existing in tho schedules except those in the 
columns 1 and 3, were correctly copied. (!) That all tho blank columns were 
loft blank. For this purpose strict supervision and comparison was a nine ytta 
non of success. In the slip-coding rules, provision was made for one tiipervmr 
haujumn (he mrk a/ tm men and for only 10 per cent- of the copied clips 
bernf* tested by him. This proved wholly insufficient for ensuring correct 
copying. Two supervisors were, therefore, engaged after a while; but they too 
proved inadequate. So other chocks were organized and no copyists’ work 
was passed until after it bad passed through the bonds of (l) tho supervisors, 
(2) the record establishment, who checked the total of the tickets copied or 
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entered in Register No* I with the block, circle; and charge summaries, f3) the 
Inspectors, who chocked and compared 30 per cent* of the slips with tile 
schedules, (4) the Assistant Census Officer, who himself chocked nearly 50 per 
cent, of the total slips copied. On the whole nearly 00 per cent, of the slips 
were tested, compared and passed in this way in the Copying Department. 
Esoept at the beginning of the work of slip-copying no considerable errors were 
made in the selection of the proper coloured slips; bnt the distinction between 
the brown colour of some of the Hindu slips and tho white colour of the 
Muhammadan slips was often difficult to detect, particularly on dark evenings, as 
some of the brown slips were only a shade different from the white slips, “The 
different symbols for male and female and for married, unmarried and 
widowed, though readily understood, led during the first few weeks of tho work 
to frequent mistakes,

duced a number of copyists to attempt to omit several entries with a view to 
complete the requisite number of slijis. The fear of losing pay for a diort 
nuttuni operated as a strong motive for fudging. A still stronger motive'was 
he rule prescribing a reward for n large outturn, Facility for indulging in 
this sort of fudging was given by tho inability of the supervising staff to check 
the work and to detect omissions promptly. Not only were entries omitted, 
but when id tho car her stages of the work, man after man wits discharged for 
gross omissions, man after mat, was found to have invented entries from his 
imagination for several columns to avoid looking into and reading the schedules.

schedule entries. 1 ho supervisors permitted their assistants, in several cases, to 
compare the slips, while the schedules remained in the hands of the copyist*

10. It was hoped at the beginning of the operation that slip-copying 
would be completed in about six weeks' time. A little experience of the work, 
however, allowed that this was not possible. The first hatch of 20 men trained 
by the Assistant Census Officer turned ont fairly well, but many of those who 
come in later proved unscrupulous and lazy. As each man was discharged under 
_ , , . , . the rules, and his place filled by a new man, j;ho 

hitter bad to bo taught the symbols and abbrevia¬ 
te (he thrown*of thr work tiont. A new hand hod to proceed cautiously. It 
jibJ t<> minute checking. was soon evident that the man who produced the 

largest outturn in order to earn the largest amount under the rales was not 
generally the best worker. “ The slow and steady eventually won the race,’ - 
like the tortoise in tho fable outstripping the hare. Our experience in Calcutta 
has been that the dip-copying rules fostered quantity at the ex pen He of quality. 
It was possible for the shrewd and unscrupulous copyist who carefully studied 
the iodiosyncrasies of the Supervisors, and their superiors, to hoodwink them 
and get 50(1 to 600 slips passed with at least 150 to 160 slips among them 
having only two or three columns filled in and the rest blank. Aa minute 
checking led to detection, the outturn fell off with an improved quality of work. 
Wo are of opinion that for the town of Calcutta, where two con&ecuuve entries 
are not generally alike, 250 slips per diem per man would not be too low it 
standard for tho general work of the SlqMSopymg Department in a future census. 
The uctuol outturn (inclusive of the mistakes which were detected and corrected 
during the aorting of slips for the tables) hi this office was 274 only against u 
daily average of 500 to 600 slips reported by tho Superintendent of Census, 
Bengal, for some of his mafussil offices. In tho case of a circle (t.y,, of tin* 
European wards or tho Fort and Cauals) where tho religion, caste, tribe and 
occupation an trios were comparatively uniform, a maximum outturn 
of 632 slips per diem was reached by one of tho copyists. Some did more 
than 500, and a few more over 400. But. in all other cases, wherever tho outturn 
was high, comparison showed that quality had been sacrificed to quantity, ami 
the actual outturn after repeated rejection and correction was not found to Ik* 
above 274 per dietn an tho average. The standard of 500 slips per diem 
was found too high for Calcutta, where variety and diversity was tho rule for 
the serial entries and not uniformity, as is often the case in the maf ussil 
There can, of course, bo no comparison between Calcutta and the mafusaiJ, 
where, in a largo majority of cases, die population of an individual village is 
frequently almost uniform in religion, caste, sect and birth-place (the four 
entries in which Calcutta schedule entries seldom exhibit any identity,) 
The maf mail copyist holding, say, 100 Hindu slips in his loft hand, might go 
on copying out the various columns without having to look to the loft or right. 
The Calcutta copyist, on the contrary, had constantly to change his slip. 
Even in the Hindu wards, where the first six entries wore those of Hindus, 
the next entry might be, and often was, that of a U rah mo, tho next that of 
a Christian or Muhammadan or Jain, and so ou. Not only this: but the maf ussil 
copyist could, at a glance, find out whether the caste, sect, religion, birth¬ 
place and occupation from serial number 1 to aerial number 500 wore the same 
or not. If the same, he could, without looking a second time at tho schedule, 
copy out tho whole of the 500 slips in a few minutes. If not the some (mid the 
divergence could not he very great), ho could copy out the divergent slips 
first atid proceed to copy out tho neat in the manner described. In Calcutta 
this was impossible, for even residents in different rooms of the same house 
were aa often as not divergent in religion, caste, sect, birth-place or occu¬ 
pation, 

12. Tho progress of work, both otip-copjdng and sorting, was retarded by 

the existence and needful correction of vague and 
ShortueM ot outturn duo nlm> indefinite entries, and often of omissions in tbn 
w1 ‘ c<1u1l ' schedules. In tho slip-copying rules some of these 
were provided for. When, however, it was found 
that it was absolutely necessary to appoint an out-door agency in Calcutta, 
to ascertain the precise occupation of persona entered under the rules as 
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“ Government servants," “pensioneta,” &C. S and the sect of moat Christiana (the 
entries in the column intended for this being in the majority of cases LYotes- 
tant 5> or “Roman Catholic'* only), it was thought expedient to enquire into 
and correct all entries about which the tabulating clerks had any doubt. 
The result must bo deemed to be highly successful. Nearly three lakhs of entries 
were corrected or filled up in this manner. It was only in the case of the 
schedules of tho Port, Fort, Railway and Canals that corrections could not be 
made, the persona enumerated therein not being traceable. In respect of the 
other schedules for the Town and Suburb® less than *04 per cent, of the vague 
entries bad to be left uncorrected owing to the departure for England or 
elsewhere of the persons enumerated.

for Calcutta to enable the slip-copyist to earn 
rupees tweuty (Rs, 20) a month. The salaries prescribed in the copying rules 
were understood not to apply to Calcutta, where even a sum of Its. 20 i rupees 
twenty) for copyists with fcho lower standard noted above was felt to bo a 
great hardship, and the more intelligent hands deserted the office after a few 
days 1 trial. As regards tho rule of cutting copyists’ pay for wrong entries, 
it was found impracticable by the Supervisors to report the number of mistakes 
found. The work of comparison got into arrears within two weeks after the 
commencement of the work, and it was found more expedient to summarily 
dismiss the man at fault than to put tho Supervisor to the extra task of noting 
down the mistakes of each man and keeping up a note-book for the purpose. 

A list of mistakes and vague entries was made in Register No. I in the 
column for remarks, but it was not deemed worthwhile to have the schedule 
written up and sorted for tho slip copyist’s errors. The cost of having this 
done would tiave more than swallowed up the savings made by deduction of 
copyists’ pay, besides causing dissatisfaction amongst the men.

We would make the slips for these half-an-inch broader than the 
rest. By a judicious selection of differently coloured paper for 
schedules for the more important races, nationalities, sects and 
tribes, the first sorting could bo effected by having these 
copied out separately and registered in special forms which 
can be prescribed in view of the object necessary to attain by 
their sorting. 

(8) Slips of different textures and shea might be adopted to represent

Mechanical devices or symbols should be printed 
to represent tho main classes of occupation. 

The great objection to a multiplication of symbols and devices is the 
difficulty of selection of the proper kind of slip in copying and tho Joss of 
check once a wrong slip is chosen. But there seems to bo Ear greater risk o! 
inaccurrscy hi the old system of work. Tho objection has lost much force 
from the experience of the present census. The mistakes caused by a wrong 
selection of slips are as nothing compared to the number of mistakes caused 
by sorting and tabulation. Besides, with carefully prepared rules and really 
effective supervision, tho final work could not only be better and more accurate 
with a larger Dumber of devices, but would be completed with much greater 
speed and at far less cost. 
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CHAPTER II. 


SQMTIXG. 

1. Sorting consists of collecting the slips of a circle by sex and religion, 

. , .. . and separating them into batches of identical or 

similar entries. For example, if Christian male 
slips had to bo sorted for according to sect and nice, all the mala slips of a 
circle belonging to a particular sect (say Baptist,) were first separated one by one 
from the total number of nmlo slips for Christians. A further separation was 
made by races, after which the different orders of slips were placed in separate 
pigeon-holes. The total number in the pigeon-hole found by actual counting 
was then entered on a piece of pa|>cr culled the Sorter's ticket. 

2. On this ticket the number of each table, the ward, circle, religion 

™ aud sex were printed as headings and these were 

first filled in by the Sorter. He next entered the 
name of the sect he had sorted out and the number of slips belonging to it as 
found by actual counting. For example, if the slips relating to Baptists 
numbered 85, he would write up his ticket as follows

3, After tho Sorter had entered the numbers of all the sects, as ho sorted 
them out, on these tickets, the Supervisor of the Sorting Department in his 
turn came round aud counted the slips in the pigeon-holes, which had been

thodist,' Ac,, Ac,, by thn Sorter, compared the num¬ 
ber found by him with the entry made by tho Sorter in bis ticket, and, if correct, 
passed it. Next came tho Inspector, and after him the Head Clerk and Assistant 
Census Officer, each testing the tickets in the pigeon-holes. 

When the ticket for the whole circle was ready tho Supervisor completed 
iiis 20 per cent, of checking, the Inspector his 10 per cent., the Head 
Clerk hia 5 per cent., and the Asa Latent Census Officer cheeked the tickets 
on their being put up lieforo him with particular reference to improba¬ 
bilities, vague castes and sects, &c,, and gave orders for correction in case 
of mistakes. The ticki-ta when corrected were again put up before him and 
if every tiring was in order, passed for tabulation. Tina procedure was 
continued till the third week of June, when the Assistant Gemma Officer 
allowed the Insixwtors and the Head Clerk to finally pass tho tickets of 
specified gangs of Sorters placed in their respective charges, keeping four 
gangs for himself. No corrections could, however, be made by cither Inspector 
or Head Clerk without the Assistant Census Officer's orders upon the mistakes 
noted by them. 
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. 4- Sorting work was commenced, in Calcutta on the 24th of March, 

1f -i os soon as a sufficient number of copied slips had been finally passed by 
nomiUofti^tni^rf Uio .tiff, the Assistant Census Officer. Two men, the pick 

of the copyists, were carefully trained by liitu 
personally for the work* The first atop taught was the mechanical process 
of sorting out dips for the different entries, putting them into different 
pigeon-holes, and marking those pigeon-holes with the namo or figure of 
the particular entries sorted out. When some facility had been acquired 
in this work, the printed rules of sorting received from, the Bengal Census 
Office were carefully explained to them. After a week’s training 0 and trial, 
they were made Supervisors over 12 men. six for each, to whom they imparted 
lessons. The muni jot of Sorters was increased to 20 during the following week. 
By tho 15th of Juno 90 circles had been sorted for. 

The number of Sorters was then increased from 20 to 80 men composing 
8 feight) gangs of 10 (ten) men each under eight Supervisors. By tliiij time 
the schedule entries corrected by the out-door Supervisors had liccn returned 

to the record-room and the vague entries and 
twEr° U * f ***** “ D ‘ rk ' S “ omifisio110 Steeled by the in-door Supervisors had 

also been noted in the schedules. The out-door 
agency was kept at work by being entrusted with the enquiry of the entries 
so marked. About the middle of July, a second slip-correction department 
(consisting of 12 men) was organised ami placed under the superintendence of 
ono of the Inspectors who had in tho meantime been made acquainted with the 
procedure of slip-sorting for all the tables. The slips corrected by them were 
returned through the Record-keeper to the Sorting Department. It was not till 
the third week of August that all the regno slips had been corrected mid 
returned to the Sorters." 

0. The circle was the unit of sorting in the Calcutta Office, This of 
course entailed more work, but it was deemed necessary, as much for municipal 

administrative purposes as for correct sorting, 
tto w* &t ”***« ! It is important for the Municipality to be abh 
to locate and fix the various industries of Calcutta 
and their workers within each circle, so that tho precise site and building 
m which each industry is carried on can bo traced without much difficulty 
from the schedules and maps, and it is important also to have a means of 
telling, at taut generally, the number of mon employed in each circle, and 
all tho particulars regarding their religion, caste and birth-place. Tho 
prevention of error* in the Sorting Department, (the main source of incorrect 
tabulation and of delay in reconciling the tables), was also a reuaon of consi* 
durable weight. By this process errors, if any, were localised within the 
circle, and could not be magnified and accumulated by combinatiou. The mis¬ 
takes in fbo tablo of Register I (tho register prepared in the Slip-copying 
Department to show by religion and sox the population of Calcutta by Circles 
and Blocks) could be unerringly checked and easily traced by this process. It 
has been possible, owing to adherence to this rule, to ascertain the precise locali¬ 
ties where over crowding of particular classes of tho population exists and to 
unswor pit-ham! queries on these points which have already more than once, 
been made by the Hon’ble Mr, Buckley and by the Plague, Engineering, and 
Health Officers. The distribution of the sexes, religions, sects, castes, oecupo- 
lions, &c., is now known within the lowest possible unit of urea, and it is hoped 
that the results of the- present census will, therefore, be of great help to the 
future auministration of every department of the Corporation.

It also prevented the losa of slips by frequent 
transmission from gang to gang, which would have been the ease bad different ' 
gangs sorted for different tables, Tim fact that slips were copied, circle by 
circle, rendered it impracticable to sort for a whole word at the same time even

ed that, although the schedules of entire words were issued to the slip-copy- 
ists at on© and the same time, one gam? of copyists completed an entire ward 
by the time another gang could only copy oat three circles. If sorting work 
hod been deferred until the slips of entire wards hud been completely available 
no sorting could have been begun until after the Slip-correction Department had 

completed its work. llt „ Al 

7. It was for these reasons that the work of sorting out the slips for the 

various tables prescribed by the Gena as Comm is- 
injmini «t nine uicn by tin doner though commenced as early as the last week 
S«rK«t, ami wiiy, of March 1001 was not completed till the end of 

September 1001. Nearly one hundred and ninety circles had to bo rc-sorted 
for Table XIV owing to'u change of age-periods ordered by the higher Census 
authorities after they bad been sorted. Besides the preparation of tickets for 
ton of the Imperial tables, all tho special tables, and a few of tb® subsidiary 
tables prescribed by the Census Commissioner, the Sorters prepared one special 
list of Americans, one of persons born in the United Kingdom, and one of 
Eurasians and Europeans, including Volunteers. 

8. Tho experiment of entrusting tho mechanical work of sorting for the 

, comparatively easier tables to a few ladies was 
[s i\„ ^WWhiMot of tri<?ci in the present Census Their work was found 

so accurate and reliable that the sorting work for 
Table XV was entrusted to them. They excelled in correct manipulation and 
sorting. They were quick, accurate and honest in sorting, counting and 
writing up their tickets. But in adding up figures in their tickets for Tamo XV 
they mad!.' the most grotesque blunders. This portion of the work was there¬ 
fore taken away from them and given to the mon-sorters. Two additional 
supervisor* were placed over them to ebook their totals. The best results wore 
obtained by leaving the totalling to be done by the Supervisors and their assist¬ 
ants whilst the ladies did the sorting, counting and entering of the figures for 
each occupation us recorded in tho slips. They frequently, however, quarrel¬ 
led amongst them selves, and some of them wore iuclined to bo insubordinate 
and unreu.fi> liable. No advertisement for lady-sorters was published. None, 
therefore, but those living in the immediate neighbourhood of the Calcutta 
Census office came for employment. If girls could have been got who hud 
already worked in a Public Office and were, therefore, amenable to discipline 
and to rules, the work would have been completed with greater despatch and at 
a lesser cost. 

0. In sorting for tho tables relating to (1) caste, sect anil nationality, 

(2) religion, (3) birth-place, mid (4) occupation, 
01 *° rtm ’ g quite a large number of vague and little-known 
words were found, which gave considerable trouble* 
lie fere nee* were made to various Missionary authorities for a verification of 
several miner Christian sects entered ill the schedules and slips. Names of 
unknown and inconsiderable towns and villages of birth in the ease of Hindus, 
Muhammadans, Jews and Jains were frequently met with. Caste names of 
provinces outside Bengal were also not infrequently found. The ascertainment of 
the district iu India and of the country outside India to which the birth-places 
entered belonged was by no means an easy task. The lists received from, 
the Superintendent of Census Operations, Bengal, of the name of districts and 
teh rile of some provinces and of the castes enumerated at the Census of 1891 
gave some help. Thackers Directory, the Postal Guide and the village beta for 
Bengal were also of much use. Bannes' 11 Index Geographicus I adieus " nnd 
Abbe Dubois’ “ Hindu manners, customs and ceremonies,” Risleye ‘‘Castes and 
Tribes of Bengal ” and the appendices in the Census Code were, each and all, in 
daily requisition whilst flatting was in progress. Standard works on Geogra¬ 
phy had also to be consulted from time to time and, beside* these, local 
enquiries had often to be made. 

10, To obtain a largo outturn of work, the more uniform tho entry in 
FnJ . regard to which sorting was being done, the better 

for the Sorter. On this account sir Sorter* tried to 
pen through the original entries, particularly of carte and occupation, and 
substitute for them one and tho same entry in a large number of dips. But 
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none of the six Sorters that did this escaped detection, dismissal and forfei¬ 
ture of pay. Supervisors in whoso {rungs such things occurred wore also dis¬ 
charged for carelessness and incompetence. It was, no doubt, a case of dis¬ 
honest falsification of a public document in each instance. But the difficulty 
of indenturing the culprit it) a court of law by his hand-writing in the teeth

adequately punishing tho criminal. 

11. As the unit of sorting in this office was tho circle and not the word, 

tho figures in tho block circle and charge summaries 

«to amputam witU Heps- 
lurwero |isi Wt L tor No. 1. I he figures in Registers Nos. 1 and 

3V afforded an excellent check, even when the slip- 
super visors* circle tickets wore lost. As already stated, Tables VII, VIII, IX, 
X, XI, XIII, XIV, XVII and XVIII were sorted for at one and the same time 
so that one table might, as far as it went, act us a check on another. The 
supervisors, as already explained, simply counted the sorted slips in the pigeon - 
hoJ !es, and if correct, passed them for a tabic at a time in tho manner described 
before. The Inspectors who retained in their personal custody the slip-super- 
visors* circle ticket, could at once find out whether the sorters’ ticket for any 
tablo was correct. When they passed the tickets, they sent them on to the 
Assistant Census Officer, who passed it whole circle at one nntl tho same time, 
as far as possible, after satisfying himself that the totals did not disagree and 
that there were no incongruous, absurd or palpably wrong entries. 

12. A daily progress report, showing the number of slips sorted and of 

entries in tho tickets of each Sorter in comparison 
•oriLpgwttft^° r * ^ <mUttrn ° the number of slips actually counted in the 

pigeon hole, tested by each Supervisor and Inspec¬ 
tor was submitted, as a check against insufficient testing and against fudging. 
This report was daily tested by the Assistant Census Officer with reference to 
the sorted slips checked by tlio Supervisors and Inspectors. The Assistant 
Census Officer tested nearly 30 per cent, of tho tested slips. Sorting for Tables 
XV and XVI was takou in hand after all tho above tables had been completed 
for the whole area. The sorting rule $ (#ujb Appendix) aont by the Bengal 
Census Superintendent ware followed in this office with tho modifications noted 
in Appendix VIII, Several of the Census Commissiemcr’s orders, enlarging or 
modifying the rules, were received from Mr, Gait’s office in a bundle after con- 
tideraulo prcjj^resa had been made in sumo of the works referred to therein, In 
respect of some oE the tables; these orders necessitated fresh sorting. The 
average outturn of sorting work in the Calcutta office for the various tables 
was tut follows;—

As the standard of work 
indicated in Mr. Gait s Darjeeling Census Inspection Report was not readied 
by any Sorter, tho standard for judging the amount earned by the Sorters was 
increused or decreased from time to time so os to leave to an honest worker 
nothing leas than Ks. 15 per mensem. u 
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13. In view of the impossibility of attracting reliable, honest and earnest 

workers to Census work on. a reasonable seals of 
Suggestion rr-gardiujr the re* pay, it is a serious question for consideration 
,™n«urftb. in requ j B ito number of men should not be 

recruited in all future Consnses from the permanent 
stuff of the public offices in Calcutta and its neighbourhood at the rate of one 
or two tnea from each office* It is well known that a large number of well 
qualified apprentices is always available in those offices and tliaf they could 
tWly fill up the places of those deputed to Census work without the slightest 
detriment to public work. It is inubpen sable for reliable and accurate work in 
a Census office that the staff should be a responsible one, upon whom the Govern' 
m cut has a hold, and who have a sense of responsibility and a stake in turning 
out good work, 
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CHAPTER III, 


TAB ULATIOX. 

1. For the purpose of tabulation the entries in the Sorters* tickets eon* 

Dutiii* cl Tftiiuijition taining the total of encli of persons to bo 

. tabulated for had to (jo brought together. The 

most complicated table is, of course, Table XV, the tabulation of the Sorters' 
tickets of which occupied 4 i men for 115 days. Next in respect of volume and 
ft , to . Table XV is 1 able XIV. The preparation of this table from 

the Sorters tickets occupied 20 men for 90 days. It will be noticed that all 
e have been sorted for and not selected castes merely. This was done with 
u view (1) to make ihis table a complete check upon Table VII, the nest tally in 
point id bulk and difficulty of preparation, though prepared much earlier ; 

to ascertain, if possible, by couijjarison with the provincial tables, how the 
marriageable age m each of thu castas, particularly the lower ones, was being 
affected by residence m the metropolis. It will be noticed that as in Table 
AiV, so m 1 abio IX all the castes found in Calcutta have been dealt with and 
not selected castes only. Tables X, XI and XIII were comparatively lighter 
tables aud easier to prepare. Table XVI is the only table that has lim pre- 
pared in this office for selected castes tuid with reference to selected occupations, 
In this table groups and names of occupations having special significance in this 
town have been entered instead of orders only, as laid down in the provincial 
feuperttiteadeiit’s form. 1 

The process of tabulation was very tedious. For example, for Table Vfl 
persons of cadi different ago and agoperind as entered in the Sorters 1 ticket 
were first transferred into a tabulation sheet and totalled, cirele by circle. The 
figures of these circles for the same ngo-periods wore secondly brought together 
one below another and totalled for the ward; amt the figures for the wards 
wtre thirdly brought together, one below another, and totalled for the entire 
own. 1 his waa done, of course, separately for the sores in separate sheets for 
thy different religions, I he figures in these sheets were further abstracted into 
one mam sheet for t ie whole ward for all religious, showing the seres soparate- 
V 1 *™}7, m ,™ e fifth and last process the sexes were amalgamated into one 

sheet for the entire population of the Town. Abstraction by the old condemned 
system of ticks, to get nd of which the German system of slip-copying and 
sorting has been mtroduocd, has had to bo adopted for these five final’stages 
oi amalgamation of figures m the evolution of each table. From tho remarks 
made before regarding the Qiilrustworthmess of a Census establishment io 
Calcutta, it will bo obvious that the greatest possible care in si ip. copy itur imd 
sorting and the most accurate abstraction up to the lost stage of sorting may be 
nullified in the Inst five stages of tabulation. Supervision during the 
act of writing up the sheets and tables can, at the very best; be partial! and 
detection of mistakes once entered, oven by comparison of 50 per cent, of the 
entries, docs not ensure absolute accuracy. The problem for the future is 
therefore, the introduction of further niL-ehauical processes for eliminating this 
fruitful source of error. & kUUl

bare svstauiaticftlly discouraged the sotiduig ovor by the Slip-Supervigors of the 

apecrnl shps of infirmities and of Europeans and Eurasians. The result was 
t A Yii° Q ' I' 6 ^ ssl * t,int Census Officer tested their work on July 17th 1901 he 
found that the number registered and tabulated in each case wds far too siali 
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to bo even approximately correct. So he wont round and inspected the boxes 
of the Slip-copying .Supervisors and also the bundles uf slips in the hands of the 
Slip Correctors, and found nnitc a heap of these special slips lying in their hands. 
Both tho Head Clerk ana the Record-keeper wore severely reprimanded and 
'eriotusly warned, and a rule was made that they should go round every Satur¬ 
day and collect these slips from the Copyists and Sujiervisors, who were thence¬ 
forth to bo punished for retaining such slips in their hands for more than a 
day after they were passed, fiat in this case strict ness produced results the 
very opposite to that desired. The men concerned all made common cause and 
frustrated detection by agreeing to report punctual delivery and receipt of 
these slips, it seemed doubtful whether these special slips were ever compared, 
The Assistant Censes Officer, therefore, appointed a special establishment of four 
dorks for this work, handing down the copied slips to them to check and scruti¬ 
nise the schedules for omissions, and to fill in the emissions when found, Tho 
effect of this action was an increase of 540 persons in the table of infirmities 
and of 380 in the Register for Europeans and Eurasians. 

8, For the purpose of minimising tho chance of mistakes in a future 
Census, the following mechanical devices are suggested:— 

(1) The paper fur the Sorters’ tickets should bo of the same thickness as 

, , that for the slips. The paper into 

w p |jch ^ ^ cop j^^ t the 

present Census wus rather thin. With thicker paper sorting 
would be easier, and the sticking of two or three dips together 
(which caused mistakes in counting) would be avoided. 

(2) The room for each entry in the Sorters’ tickets should be of the sisse 

of an ordinary slip and demarcated from that of the next 
entry, not by ruled lines as at the present Census, but by per¬ 
foration as in the line dividing a cheque or rent-receipt from 
its counterfoil. . 

(3) The entries being arranged, as at the present Census in the Calcutta 

office in alphabetical order, identical entries in the different 
circles could be easily severed in order ami put together into 
pigeon-holes marked with the name of the entry. These 
(which might be called <L sorted slips” to distinguish thorn from 
“copied slips”), could be tied up together, after the Sorter hod 
totalled up the figure and pasted on the top of the packet a 
slip of paper giving tho totaf figures of all the “ sorted slips," 
This ticket, which might bo called the “packet ticket,” should 
have the religion, sex, ward and circle number printed upon it, 
which the Sorter could fill up. 

(4) The packet tickets uf tho circles for identical entries on being test¬ 

ed and passed, should be entered by the Sorting Supervisor in a 
Register. 

(fi) After this Register has been written up, signed, chocked and passed, 
the packet tick eta for the circles should, in a manner similar 
to the above, be brought together for identical entries for the 
whoto ward, the figures in oil the tickets totalled and a Ward 
Register written up. 

(0) The ward ticket* should, likewise-, be mixed up for the same ctitrie.- 
for tho whole Town, and the Register for tho Town prepared in 
the same manner. 

There would thus bo one Register for each table. 
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C.—Cost of the Census. 

I, Allotment made by th' Corporation .—The total allotment made by tie 
Corporation for Census expenditure amounted to Ha. 67,538. A sum of 
R». 22,600 was provided in the Budget cf 1000-1901. At tire time of mating 
that estimate it was not contemplated that a rough survey of the added area 
would have to be made. The amount, however, was found insufficient even for 
the cost of the operations up to the night of the final enumeration. It was 
therefore subsequently supplemented by a grant of Ra. 6,806. 

For extraction and tabulation a sum of ft*. 25,838 was asked for and 
sanctioned. Owing, however, to orders subsequently received, this amount was 
found in sufficient. Sanction was therefore asked for and obtained for a further 
sum of Rs. 12,300. 

JI. Statement of Expenditure .—The actual cost of the preliminary opera¬ 
tions up to and including the night of the final enumeration is given under 
classified heads in Statement A. The cost of extraction and tabulation is 
given in Statement B. Tire cost of special and additional work is given in 
Statement C. The cost of the preparation of each table is given separately in 
Statement D. The cost of the Census of tho Suburban Municipalities and of 
the Port, which has been distributed under tho various beads in tho other 
statements, is separately exhibited in Statement K. 

Under the orders of the Government of India half of the cost of the 
Census is debited to Government. The cost of Census of the Suburban Muni¬ 
cipalities and of the Port will be refunded to the Calcutta Corporation by the 
authorities concerned. The Military Department will also refund the cost of 
the preparation of the nominal list of non-military male Europeans and 
Eurasians. 

111. Comparison of amount of expenditure of this Census with that of previous 
Censuses .—In comparing the expenditure of the present Census with that of 
previous Censuses, the most important point a for consideration are—(1) the 
coat per head of tho population; (2) the volume and quality of tho work 
finally turned out. A* regards the first of these points, we have the following 
figures of population:—

In making comparison b the following facts, however, are deserving oi 
consideration. The reason for the extremely low figure entered against 
Enumeration in I ST 6 ia that no arrangements seem to have been made at that 
Census for the preparation of block maps. No expenditure seems to have been 
entered against the items, («) house-rent and municipal taxes, (S) stationery, 
(r) furniture, (d) forms. Coming now to the question of outturn of work, it 
has to bo remembered that in the present Census tlio chief items of expenditure 
are for work which has never been previously attempted. These items are 
fa) Tho preparation of block plans on the scale of 50 feet to the inch, 
($) the correction by local enquiry of wrong and indefinite entries in the 
l'l)UTOBnlte^a , schedules and (c) the collation of detailed statistics for each 
circle of occupation and of over-crowding. The first work was undertaken by 
the orders of the Government of Bengal, and tho second was undertaken on 
our own responsibility. We are of opinion that each of those operations is of 
the very greatest importance in connection with tho question of the quality of 
the work turned out. The number of corrections made in the schedules, ns 
shown in Appendix JX, shows that hud tlio entries in the schedules been 
tabulated in their original form, the tables would have been altogether un¬ 
reliable. It is further claimed that material* have been left on record which 
will snvc much expenditure in a future Census. 

Coining now to the question of quantity of work turned out, a comparison 
ran be most effectively made by a cursory glance at the reports (including the 
tables) of tho various Censuses, It is not merely that work must increase with 
each successive increase of population. Several altogether now tables have been 
prepared and inquiries made. It is claimed, therefore, that bulk for bulk, 
the present Census is not more expensive than those which have preceded it.

1. The Census of Calcutta and of the adjacent Municipalities of Cossipore-Chitpur, 
MnaiktnU and Garden Reach is under the charge of Mr, J + R. Blackwood, t.c.s . t 
Deputy Chairman of tho Corpurutioti, who, with Iho Chairman, is respomiblo lor the conduct 
of the operations and the areuracy of the results. It is the more necessary that this 
rc^naihdity should bo clearly realised, as the statistics of the lost Census of Calcutta are 
praetioally worthless, and very special interest attaches to the period covered by the coming 
enumeration, 

2. Cat tv< Birman* in Cakutto,— The scheme of Census DiririoiiB purports to be ba-ed 
on that followed cm previous occasions. it is os follow#:— 

25 Circles under paid nnn-ofT&riul “ Ward-^uporrisore/ 1 

825 Plucks under Enumerators, many of whom, I understand, are unpaid officials. 

Dio average number of blocks pot circle is 33 and of horns* per bleak 193. The total 
number of houses ascertained iu the process b 150,357 ugninet 73,441 in 189 j L Thu 
difference is, no doubt, mainly due to the definition of house adopted. On the last occasion 
each “Wr» M or collection id Jicai»e$ in one compound was treated aa one house; in the 
present Census the test wu* the possesion of a separate entrance from the common way, 
Eicdteut maps have been prepared and the blocks seem to bo well arranged and dearly 
defined* m as to bo of mu for Sanitary or Municipal purposes. It is obvious, however, l\i*t 
they are much too large, It is physically impossible for an enumerator to test the schedules 
of the preliminary onumaration for au average of 193 houses during five hmir#- and it 
muai t«n remombored that in a city people do not go homo for the night m early as in 
the mufaaftai and, t-ousequently, Iho time available lor nhedring is appreciably shorter. 
Even if tho full five hours could he counted on tho scheme proposed for Calcutta involved 
treting at the min of three entrire per minutoj without making any allowance for the 
time spent m going from one hotua to another and in getting hold of the people {torn 
whom inquiries have to be irnda I understand that this difficulty was to nomo erioat 
forreocD t and it wiw mt4fuded to appoint * l iuh-pnumomtoM” to aa&bt tho enunturatore on 
the final night.

4, The Superman should, as for 03 possible, be otEciab, and the utmost use pwible 
nitLflt be made of the Municipal Stall in the Aftse^nient, Sanitary aud Engineering 
Department. I understand that out of the 825 men required to officer the osLsliug ** block* " 

(which will now become circlEs), only kuuo b75 have been appointed and 150 are still to be 
selected. Here again there is no time to be lost, 

o. Mr, Blackwood tells mo that the 25 Ward Supervisors iwho will now bn Charge 
Su [kj rill tendon ts] are all non-officials on solaria ol lift. 50 a mouth* and that many of them 
have been selected from among passed students of tho Sibpur College I very much doubt 
whether men of this class will have sufficient authority Or driving-power to carry the work 
through sueow^fullyp and I am sure (hat tho influence of the Police and the superior staff 
of the Municipality must somehow bo brought to bear. In Bombay the Charge Supermtendeiit 
ift always a Police officeri and tho sections there arc smaller and more manageable than the 
charge* in Calcutta. 1 am inclined to think that the same should be done in Calcutta, the 
salaried men already appointed being made Aseidtant Superintendents under the Police 
Inspector* nr Sujfccrintendents, and the latter being held rasponwiblo for the success of the 
enumeration. Under the most favourable conditions the work la exceedingly difficult, and 
the responsibility of an outsider on a temporary salary of lie. 50 a month can at beet 
only bo nominal* 

6. I understand that an officer of the Provincial Service is to ho appointed Assistant 
Census Officer al once, and is lo work under Mr, EUokwood* I tniflt the Chairman will 
arrange to place the service of all Municipal Officers at the disposal of the Consus Officer 
and bis Awfotaut for Census purjjo™, and will see that their ordore are regarded as hi* 
and nro promptly carried out. 

7* On the 28th January I explained the substance of this note to Mr, Blackwood 
personally, and liavo imprest***! upon him that very special exertions will be necm&ary to 
complete proper arrangements before tho 1st March. I have also discussed tho puHitioii 
with Mr, Gnitj the Provincial^ Superintendent, and the HonTsie Mr, Baker, Financial 
Secretary to the Bengal Government, who, I understand, accepts my view as to the 
necessity of prompt action on Ike lines indicted, and particularly of stH; tiring effective and 
responsible cooperation by the Police, the Municipal Stall, and other official agency.

I wave the honour to submit, for Lho oonrideraitoii and orders of Government, the 
following proposals in connection with the abstraction, tabulation and compilation of the 
results of the coming Census. 

2. In 1691 abstraction and tahluation woro carried out in the districts. Mr, O'Donnell 
Wdfl of opinion that the results foUv justified the experiment, and strongly recommended 
that the same procedure should be followed b future. But, whatever the merits of the 
system may have been from a purely census point of view, there can bo no doubt that 
there ore many objections to it when regarded from the standpoint of the district office- 
It disorganises ordinary work, deprives him for months of the services of one of bis nsstoanti 
and forms a most irksome addition to his own duties and responsibilities. 

3. On Iho other bond, there are several drawbacks to the system of control offices. 
Considerable expenditure has to be incurred b providing scocmmodatioti and furniture fur 
the numerous clerks; there is for less scope for the selection of suitable men, and the 
difficulty of maintaining discipline and regulating the work of the office is very great At 
the present time the prevalence of plague furnishes an additional argument against the 
creation of very large offices. 

4. The method of extracting the required information from the schedules hitherto 
in vogue, viz., by making ticks on a sot of ehoote (erne for each final table), will be abandoned 
on the present occasion in favour of the German system, under which the entries relating 
to each person ore copied on to separate slips, and the elitw we then sorted accord toe to ilia 


headings of the various final tables in turn. Tlio operation ol copying tire slips is purely 
mechanical, and the technical part of the work communcra only whoa they arc ready to 
be sorted. A rough draft of my provisional rules for &Up*oomriug is annexed. It will U> 
seen that the rules are very Simula, and that t he supervising stuff has little to do beyond 
seeing that the entries to tha schedules ore copied correctly on the slips.

3. The counting must also l© tested- Tho Supervisor will take a packet and divide 
it into two parts, giving one to the porter to count and keeping one himself. If tho 
aggregate of the Blips counted by himself and the sorter agrees with the nominal number 
ill the pocket, the original count U proved to Ho correct. 

4. Tho extent of testing will depend ou whether mistakes are found or not, If no 
mistakes are detected, it will he sufficient to tost ton per cent, of the slips in both the 
ways mentioned above. If mistake* are found, an additional ten per cent, must be tested, 
fn addition to this testings uU the entries in tho sorteris ticket must be verified by counting 
the number of packets of clips covered by each on try.

The occupation table (XV) k by far tho moit wmpliflatod of all the Census tabic*. 
There are no less than <>*20 different head* under which tho oeeup&ticsns will be classified., and 
for many of these great care will bo needed in order to ensure Garnet ckisrifitittiou. On the 
oUior hand Iho groat majority of the population follow a limited number of very simple 
ocoupation^ regarding the proper dflarifkation of which there can, be no mu=jiible doubt It 
is adraablo to get rid of these in the first instance, leaving tlxo tanall number oi other occupy 
Liana to bo dealt with after wan Is by specially elected men. 

2. The work will, therefore, be done by a eoriaa of sorting*. On the first occasion some 
air or seven of the most nunuiroua occupation* will be sorted for. There will ordinarily ho 
ehiSj j* v labour unspecified s Hold labourers (as diMingui-hod from form servant* or [^Vhj&s 
engaged by the year or month), flshermen^ fiih-deulorb, boatmen* Where there aw special 
indnrtriflj. such as ™d- mines in Ettuginj* tea-gardens in Mpaiguir, jute-milL in Howrah 
and indigo in MuEuffarpiir, these should danhe separated at. the Brat girting. The advantage 
of taking only a low occupations to begin wit h h tint tho work eon U< dtfnu mituh more 
rapidly than would be possible if the sorter'had to deal with over OMupatioiis, in which 
case Hu would have to be constantly examining his pigeon-boles to see if tho occupations found 
on the slips are show n there.

*■ At the BMCttd porting all tho mgro-hol^ will be labelled with tho names of tho 
nocuptttlons selrtM* Tho Deputy Superiulcudtmt will decide for each district whi.h occupa¬ 
tion* should bo elected lor tho second sorting, having regard to the returns of tho lost cciieus 
and tothe pc^ilility or otheiwiw d! iiibukes in clftssilication. For instance, a barter pan be 
nothing but h harbor, hut a clerk trill by ehustfied under different head* according as ho is a 
Government derk* a Municipal clerk, a Batik clerk, a Moneyleader b clerk, a TekgrapLckrk, 
iSlc. It may ho better to lenvo oooupations of thb typo till a later stag*. If, however, tho

Tice Occupation table (XV) iehy far the most complicated of all the Census tables. 
There arc no less than 520 different heads under which the occupations will bo classified^ 
and for many of these great care will be needed in order to ensure comet dasalfbaticn' 
On the other hand the great majority o! the population follow a limited number of nn 
simple occupations, regarding the proper e Us tin cation of which there can bo no possible 
doubt. It is advisable to get rid of these in the first instance, leaving tho small number of 
other occupations to bo dealt with afterwards by specially selected men. 

2, The work will therefore be done by a series of sortings. On tho first occasion 
some tax or seven of tho must numerous occupations will ho sorted for. There will ordin* 
arily be elite, },, labour unspecified, hold-labourers fas distinguished from form tenants or 
parsons engaged by tbo year or mouthb fishermen, fish-dy&ltTs, boatmen. Where there 
arc special industries, such as coal-mines In Raniganj, tea-garden i in Julpoignii, jute-mill* 
in Howrsih, and indigo in Mus&ffarpur, theee should also be separated at the first sorting. 
The advantage of inking only a few occupations to begin with is that tbo wurk can bo done 
mucb mow rapidly than would be possible if the sorter had to deal with over 30 oeoupatiuns, 
in which case ho would have to ho constantly examining Ids pigocn-huLra to see if the 
occupations found on the slipo are shown there. 

3. After this first sorting tho sorter witl divide each of thy noctlpations dealt with into 
three heap—for actual workers, not agriculturists; actual workers who are partial! v 
ogricutiuribts, and dependants, ami will post tho figures in the sorter's ticket, as described in
